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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive for the 
following reasons. Applicant has argued that the examiner's depiction does not disclose a fixation end portion and that the depiction merely 
includes a fixation end referring to the tip of the inlet reed 147. In response, the examiner first points out that the fixation end depiction is 
NOT referring to the TIP of the inlet reed 147, it is referring to the BASE of the inlet reed 147. The tip of the valve is where the sealing end 
portion is. The examiner further asserts that the fixation end depicted is PART OF the fixation end portion. The examiner intended the 
label "fixation end" to denote an end opposite to the tip of the valve and INSIDE THE GENERAL AREA of the fixation end portion. The 
region of the fixation end PORTION or SEGMENT is to the left of the Bending median portion, and substantially along the region in the 
vicinity of the dashed/broken circular line/arc. The examiner therefore respectfully disagrees with the applicant's assertion that omission of 
the fixation end portion allows the examiner to mistakenly assert a higher bending region. The higher bending region as annotated between 
the two oppositely facing arrows clearly exists and is disposed to the right of the fixation end portion, and wherein the distance between the 
external edge and adjacent internal edge decreases along the higher bending region. Note further that the higher bending region could be 
redefined to extend all the way to the "end of initial portion" since the distance between the external and internal edges continues to 
diminish even past the higher bending region as presently annotated. The applicant has also quoted the specification for the higher 
bending region extending to 50 % of the length of the vane however, this aspect is in Claim 6. and it is not clear why this argument is being 
made in support of claim 1 . The examiner therefore maintains that the amendments to claims 1 and 2 does not put this application in 
condition for allowance. 
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
